Injections of digitalis, 
applications of mustard, plasters, the use

•arc many myth!1, in tho Bible, and they 
philosophize and (,'uess and reason and ev- 
ol-jte until they land in a great eontinont 
01' mud, from \vhich, I fear, for all eter- 
nity they will not bo able to extricate 
themselves. 


The Biblo is not only divinely inspired, 


but it Is divinely protected in its present 
shape. Yon could as easily, without de- 
tection, take s'roni thocwritinps of Shake- 
speare's •• Hamlet" arid Institute in place 
thereof Alexander Smith's drama as at.

"But," say some, "dp you really think 


tho Scriptures are inspired throughout?" 
Yes, cither as history or as guidance. 
Gibbon and Josephus and Proscott record 
in their histories a great many things they 
did not approve of. 
When Georgo Ban 


croft puts upon his brilliant historical page 
tho account of an Indian massacre, docs ho 
.approve of that massacre? 
There are 


scores of things in the liiblo which neither 
God nor inspired men sanctioned. Either 
us history or us guidance tho entire Bible 
was inspired of God. 


"BaV'snys someone, "don't you think 


that the copyists might havo made mis- 
takes in transferring tho divine words 
from ono manuscript to another?" Yes, 
no doubt there were such mistakes; but 
they no more affect tho meaning of. tho 
Scriptures than the misspelling of u. word 
or the ungrammatical structure of a sen- 
tence in :i last will and testament affect 
the validity or tho moaning of that will. 
All the mlsiaices made by tho copyists in 
the Scriptures do not amount tu any more 
impnrtanec than tho difference between 
your spelling in a document tho word for- 
ty "forty" or "feurty," This book is tho 
hist will and testament of God to our lost 
world, anil it bequeaths every thing in tho 
right way, although human hands may 
have damaged tho grammar or mado un- 
justifiable interpolation. 


These men who prido themselves in our 


day on being advanced thinkers In Biblical 
interpretation will all of them, end in athe- 
ism, if they live long enough, and 1 declare 
hei-u to-Jny they are doing moro in tho 
different denominations of Christians, and 
throughout the world, for damaging Chris- 
tianity and hhidcring the cause of tho 
world's betterment than live thousand Rob- 
ert Ingersolls eould do. 
That man who 


stands inside a castle is far more 
dan- 


gerous, if lie bo an enemy, than live thou- 
sand enemies outside tho castlo. Robert 
G, Ingersoll assails tho castle from tho 
outside. Tiieso men who pretend to bo ad- 
vanced thinkers in all tho denominations 
arc tightint: the truth from the inside and 
trying to shove back the bolts and swing 
open the gates. 


Now, 1 am in 1'avor of tho greatest free- 


dom o[ religious thoughtand discussion. I 
would have as much liberty for heterodoxy 
:is for orthodoxy. If I should change my 
thciiries of religion I should preach thorn 
out and out, but not in tho building whcnj 
I air. accustomed to preach, for that was1 


-cunl by people who believe in an entire 


Bible, and it would bo dishonest for mo to 
promulgate 
sentiments 
different 
from 


those for which that building was put up. 
Wl:cn we enter any denomination as min- 
isters of religion wo take a solemn vow 
that we will preach the sentiments of that 
denomination 
If we change our theories, 


as wo have a right to change them, then 
there is ;: world several thousand miles iu 
dreumlVreueo, ar.d there are hundred of 
halls mill hundreds of academics of music 
where wi; i;an ventilate our son":',ccnts. 


1 roinemner that in all our cities, in timo 


of political agitation, there arc the Repub- 
lican headquarters and the Democratic 
headquarters. Suppose I should go into one 
of tncse headMUarters pretending to be in 
sympathy with their work, at tho same 
time electioneering for the opposite party. 
I would soon lind that tho centrifugal force 
was greater than tho centripetal!

advocacy for what Ibcliovctobfi the right, 
tho splendor.-; of orthodoxy' M.-.ny havo 
supposed that its disciples arc people of flat 
skulls and no reading, and behind the age, 
and the victims of gullibility. I shall show 
you that.the word orthodoxy stands for the 
greatest splendors outside of Heaven. Be- 
hold tho splendors of its achievements. 
All tho missionaries of the Gospel the 
world round arc :r.cn who believe In an en- 
tiro Bible. Call the roll of all tho mission- 
aries who are enduring sacri:iccs in the 
ends of tho earth for the cause of religion 
and tho world's betterment, and they nil 
believe in an entire Bible. Just as soon 
us a missionary begins to doubt whether 
there ever was a Garden of Eden, or 
whether there is any such thing as future 
punishment, ho comes right homo from 
Bcyrout or Madras and goes into the in- 
surance business I All the missionary so- 
cioties this day are officered by orthodox 
men and aro 
supported 
by orthodox 


churches. 


Orthodoxy, beginning with tho Saml 


wlch Islands, has captured vast regions oi 
barbarism for civilisation, while hetero- 
doxy has to capture tho !irst souaro inch. 
Blatant for many year* in Great Britain anil 
tho United States, and strutting about 
with a pcacockian braggadocio, ivhasyct tc 
capture tho first continent, tho first State. 
the first township, the lirst ward, the first 
spueo of ground as big as yon could cover 
with tho small end of a sharp pin. 
Ninc- 


ty-alno out of every hundred of the 
Protostant churches of America were built 
by people who believed In an entire 
Bible. Tho pulpit now may ureach some 
other gospel, but It Is a heterodox gun on 
an orthodox carriage. Tho foundations oil 
all tho churehos that aro of very great 
use in this world to-day wore laid by mon 
who belloved tho Bible from lid to lid, and 
if lean not take It in that way t will not 
take It at all; justas if I received a letter 
that protended to coino from a friend, and 
part of It win his and part somnbody elso'n. 
and tho other part somebody else's, and it 
was a Bort of literary mongrelism, 1 would 
throw tho garbled sheets Into the waste 
baskot. 


No church of very great Influence to-day 


but was built by those who believed in an 
entire Biblo. Neither will a ehr.i'ch last 
long built on a part of the Biblo. You 
havo noticed.

Ho was tho most fas- 
cinating man I ever heard or ever expect^ 
od to hear, and I came out from hearing 
him thinking, In 
my 
boyhood 
wa.v: 
" Well, that's the death of the church." 
On that samo street, and not far from be- 
ing opposite, stood Park Congregational 
Church, called by its enemies "Hell Fire 
Corner." Theodore Parker died and his 
church died with him; or, -If it is in ex- 
istence, it is so small you can not see it 
with tho naked eye.

tles as Ho is capable of dictating the truth 
to these modern apostles and prophets. 
God has not learned any thing in a thou- 
sand years. He knew iust as much when 
Lie gave the lirst dictation as ilc docs now, 
giving the last dictation, if He is giving 
any dictation at all. So I will stick to the 
old" paths. 
Naturally a skeptic and pro-

On July-7, ISM, at seventy-two years of 


ago, expired Isabella Graham. She was 
tho most useful woman of her day amid 
the poor and sick, at tho head of the or- 
phan asylums and Magdalen asylums, and 
an angel of mercy in hospital and re- 
formatory. Dr. Mason, one of the might- 
iest men of hi* day, said at her funeral 
that she was mentally and spiritually the 
most wonderfully-endowed person ho ever 
met.

Ac tbe JncJEBon htreec cruesinij, at tho Hi^h 
street crowing, at the Academy utrcoc crosainc;. 
at tho Will at.rocicrofl6in(v, and at the Pleasant

SECTION 2. Each uf eitid railway companies is
